Soviet Russia has employed the “Left" wing of the 
Kuomingtang Party to Bolshevise Canton. She has caused 

© contimuation of China's internecine warfare and has 
intigated strikes and anti-foreign agitations. All these 
activities are responsible for the present situation at 
Ganton. If we would but pitmder over this, as also over 
Kuo Sung Ling's military counter-operations in the North-east 
last year and Soviet Ambassador Karahan's movements, there 
would then be no doubt whatever that Feng Yu Hsiang, in 
his present relations with Soviet Russia, has willingly lent 
his services to the devils and heartlessly betrayed his 
own countrye Recent events are of such importance that they 
ought to be carefully studied. The following report, made 
by members of the Investigation Department of our Society 
from personal investigations, is published here for the 
information of the people.

On the ame cay (January 29) a notice was received at the 

Tientsin Branch of the Soviet OGommercial Union to the effect 

that transportation of a consignment of Mongolian wool for 
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Horth America had bem delayed on account of the Peking- i 
Suiyuan line being busily engaged by the National Trans- : 
portation Co. transporting guns and ammmitions. If this 
be true, then it is evident that the aforesaid munitions 
were being transported through the medium of the National 
Transportation Goy. From investigations made in the early 
part of February at the Kalgan branch of the Soviet 
Oommercial Union, the following details of munitions 
and conditions of their transportation since April last

GO. Economic Relations Between Soviet Russia and 
Feng Yu Hsiang. 


A perusal of fhe foregoing conditions will convey an 
idea of the advantages Feng Yu Hsiang receives from having 
contracted the loan. On the other hand, Soviet Russia, 
in order to raise funds for propaganda purposes, has 
stipulated the following economtc conditions :- 

1. Trading between Soviet Russia and China : Transportation. 
The following agreement, which has been signed by 
Soviet Russia and Feng, provides that all transportation 
by private concerns is illegal, but this right is 
reserved to national transportation companies, namely! 

a) Soviet National Transportation Bureau, 

b) Mongolian Government offices, 

ec) The Yamen of the Tupan of the North-western 
Territories. | 

2. Monopoly of Mongolian Trading interests. 

The following agreement was signed on September 17 last 

between Feng Yu Hsiang and “Fee Shang Kur", representing 

the Soviet Commercial Union t= 

(a) That U.S.S.Re's National Commercial Bureau be 
given the monopoly of transporting Mongolian 
products into China. 

(b) That the Soviet Commercial Union and the Soviet 
Commercial Bureau in Mongolia be given the monopoly 
for transporting Chinese products, such as silk, 
cotton, shoes, sundry goods, etc. into Mongolia. 

(co) All private transacticns must be approved by the 
above-mentioned organizations. 

(a) That the Soviet Oommercial Union be given preferen- 
tial treatment in the matter of alloting freight 
trains on the Peking-Suiyuan Railway. 

(e) That the Soviet Oommercial Union undertakes to 
provide money for the maintenance of those members 
of the Peking-Suiyuan Railway Labour Union who have 
joined the World Professions League. 

(F) That labour unions be established at various placese 
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S- Opium Monopoly. 
The saie of opium will also be monopolized conjointly 
by Feng Yu Hsiang and Soviet National Commercial 
Bureau. The rights to purchase, store, transport 
and sell opium in the Special Districts of the North- 
west are reserved to the Soviet National Commercial 
Bureau. The latter also enjoys the privilege co 
Amporting opium from Turkestan and Persia. Although 
the profits are to be equally divided between the 
Soviet National Commercial Bureau and Feng Yu Hsiang, 
they are nevertheless to be wholly used for revolutionary 
purposes. The extent of business conducted last year 
was $1,200,000. after deducting $900,000 for brokerage, 
the net profit $500,000 (?) was divided, but the methods 
of appropriating this sum, according to different 
reports, vary.e The division of this money caused some 
a@issatisfaction amongst Feng Yu Hsiang's men. Rece i LY, 
Feng Yu Hsiang drew $259,000.00 from the Kin Gheng ¢Z th\’) 
Bank and deposited it with the Far Eastern Bank. 
It is stated that this money was being held in readiness 
for Feng when he goes abroade 


If the foregoing be true, Feng Yu Hsiang has blindly 
presented the keys of commercial and 

economic developments in North China to Soviet Russia, 
thereby enabling her to conduct intervention. Soviet 
Russia has also supplied Feng with munitions of war in order 
to gratify the datter's desires for fighting, thus bringing 
about the present heavy fighting in the North. Should 
these plans materialize, how can we predict what dmegers 
the future has in store, especially as Soviet Russia‘’s 
real intentions cannot yet be guessed. Soviet Russia may 
gradually present demands that will prove even more 
unjust than the 21 Demands. Should this actually happan 
Feng will naturally accept them willingly. The question 
that now remains to be answered is what will be the fate 
of Shina's four hundred million people ? Let the people 
think out some means to effect their salvation.
